The wrecking company has delivered 
to Postmaster Pearson, of New York, 
181 bags of mail matter reoeived from 
the wreck of the steamer Oregon during 
the fair weather of last week. The letter 
mail was found to be in pretty good con- 
dition. It was directed to nearly all the 
leading cities in the United States, Can- 
ada, Mexico and Cuba, and it w:ll be 
forwarded. Of the 598 bags dispatched 
by the Oregon, 461 have now been re- 
covered. 
A bag from the Oregon's 
mail was found on June 7, on the beach 
near Cape Hatteras, N. C., 400 miles 
from where the Oregon went down on 
iiarch 14. 
The mail 
consisted of 
printed matter, and reached New York 
on Saturday last. It was in such bad 
condition that only a small proportion of 
the whole can be forwarded.

JUDGE HOLMES, of t h e M a s s a c h u s e t t s 
Supreme Oqnrt, rendered a decision 
recently of considerable interest to exec- 
utors.- An executor of an estate in the 
discharge of his duty had allowed for 
payment a bill which he believed was 
chargeable to. the estate which he rep- 
resented, but objection, being made by 
the beneficiaries. Judge McKim, of the 
SuflTolk County Probate Court, disal- 
lowed the bill. 
An appeal was taken 
to the Supreme Court, and Justice 
Holmes, after considering the matter, 
has reversed the decree of the Judge of 
Probate and allowed the bill in ques- 
tion. 
The ground of his decision is 
that when an executor in good fmth 
pays a bill which he believes is owed 
by the estate, it should be allowed, even 
if it is afterward shown that the estate 
.does not owe the bill. 
There is no 
Massachusetts decisions bearing upon 
the point at issue, and the only anal- 
ogous case the justice was enabled.to 
find was a Pennsylvania report. 


D A V I D 
D A V I S made a very efficient 
Supreme Justice says a contemjiorary. 
He was a fine lawyer and a hard worker. 
He left the Supreme bench after fif- 
teen years of service, and he resigned 
from it because he foimd the labor so 
hard. 
He was elected to the Senate at 
the same time, but he said that had he 
not been he would have retired from 
the bench nevertheless. 
He said that 
the work of the Supreme Court was 
very hard and that he was tired out. It 
was not the place for a man as heavy as 
he was, and it was the constant looking 
up of the truth of matters that came 
before the courts that worried him, 
and not the writing of opinions. 
He 
used to sit up late at night here writing 
opinions and shifting the arguments of 
lawyers. 
He had a good opinion of his 


fellow judges. 
I have told you how 
he spoke of them to a friend of mine 
not long ago as "old duffers in togas." 
During the last ante-Presidential cam- 
paign a correspondent 
called upon 
Judge Davis at his home in Illinois 
and asked him what he would say if the 
Democrats were to urge him to accept 
their nomination. 
Judge Davis re- 
plied: 
"My dear sir, I must say tli¡if 
it is none of your business. 
Excuse 
me for being rude, but I can't be inter- 
viewed. " The correspondent then left, 
but as he went away he asked the 
Senator why he had such a strong fence 
about the property, and the Judge re- 
plied that the "buzzards of the press 
say I am always sitting upon it and 
hence it must needs to be strong. " Not 
long ago he said in response to an 
interviewer : "I do not wish to talk 
about current politics. 
I am troubled 
with no political ambitions or desires. 
I have no enemies to punish and I only 
wish for health and rest and quiet." 


THE expulsion of the princes from 
France is, on its face, an exhibition of 
national weakness, says the Indianapo- 
lis Journal. 
It would seem that these 
few men could be "taken care of" with- 
out the necessity of sending them out 
of the coimtry. 
Yet, in another way, 
their expulsion may have been in the 
interest of the people and the preserva- 
tion of peace. 
It is not reassuring to 
have a number of men plotting to 
change the form of government. 
The 
existing government, whatever may be 
thought of its excellence, is the govern- 
ment, and as such must take every 
measure for its perpetuation. 
Self- 
preservation is as commendable in gov- 
ernments as in individuals. 
The ex- 
isting government in every case must 
be recognized as the true one until 
such time as the peoj^le shall compel a 
change. 
And until such change is 
brought about it must be admitted that 
the existing government is possessed 
of the right to enforce its wishes. 
The 
expulsion of the princes may or may 
not be wise, but of the right of the gov- 
ernment to send them out of the bor- 
ders of France there can be no ques- 
tion. 
It is an axiom in national law 
that the existing order of tilings, is 
the proper 
order 
of 
things, 
and 
must be accepted, with the alternative 
of 
fighting, 
unless a change can be 
brought about in a legislative way, 
which has not been possible in this in- 
stance. 
'i lie government of I rance 
doubtless wishes to imi)ress the jilot- 
ting pi'inces that it was not considered 
in good form to preaeli treason in tlie 
re})ublic. 
The doctrine is a wlio e- 
some one, and one that is generally 
sought to be enforcetl. 
The princes 
might as weil make up their minds 
that they will have to go for the jires- 
ent.

OTTAWA, July 13.—«It is rather surprising 
that you Americans know so Uttle about our 
country." 
Such was a Canadian official's 
remark to me shortly after reaching Ottawa. 


Before telling anything about Canada, it 
win be a matter of interest to know that all 
who live in the United States are called 
"Americans," To a dweller in the states who 
is of the firm conviction that the United 
States are the sum total of America, and that 
Canada and Mexico are mere outljing dis- 
tricts, such an appellation is flattering. How- 
ever, I soon leamed that it was only a con- 
venient way of 
designation. 
"A United 
Statesman," or "a man from the states'l^ould 
consume too much time and waste breath. In 
fact, a Canadian likes to mount his lion and 
say: "Look at mo, at my country, and at 
what I can do," just as much as an American 
delights in straddling the eagle and asking 
the world to gaze at the most progressive and 
biggest affair under the sun. 


THE PABLIA?iENTARY LIBRARY AT OTTAWA. 


We Americans are far too ignorant about 
our fri(!ndly neighbor. 
Canada consists of 
more than 
the St. 
Lawrence 
river, 
the 
Lachiue rapids, pine logs, snow, troublesome 
fishing 
groimris 
and 
imported 
American 
thieves. 
Ottawa, the seat of government, is 
a plea-S'int little city of 25,000 people, and a 
goo<l place to learn of Canadian resources. 
Ottawa is not a pretty city, and is especially 
lacking in the attractive 
homesteads one 
meets with in American towns of a like size. 
It 
has, hf)wever, 
beautiful 
parliament 
buildings on one of the finest sites in the 
world. 
The architecture, as you will notice, 
is light and graceful. 
The library is called 
the "most beautiful building for the purpose 
in America." The interior reminds one of 
the rotunda in the Capitol at Washington, 
only it is not so vast, and is made wonder- 
fully attractive and homelike. 
Directly in 
the center is a good marble statue of the 
queen, as a young woman. 
These buildings 
stand on a high elevation overlooking the 
Ottawa river. 
In the distance, to the north 
and the east, a range of low mountains forms 
a foreground to the ever varying sky. 
The 
sweep of the eye extends over miles. 
Nearer 
are the Chaudiere falls and rapids, where can 
be seen great saw mills in operation. 


HOUSES OF PARLIAilENT AT OTTAWA. 


It %vill astonish the reader to loam that 
Canada is lai-ger than the United States, ex- 
cluding Ala-ska. 
It covers an immense terri- 
tory, anrl ('f)nipriscs 40 per cent, of all the ag- 
gregate British pos.sessions throughout the 
world. 
Noi- is it all a frozen region covered 
with snowdrifts. 
Th(i agricultural and tim- 
bered lands cover an area of 2,000,000 square 
miles, of which 1,000,(XX) square miles are 
suital)lo for the production of wheat, and the 
wheat regions of Manitoba are claimed by the 
Canadians to be the finest of the world. 
The 
development of that vast Northwest is yet in 
its babyhood, but the line yield of 50 bushels of 
wheat to the aero and the extra fine quality 
are new grounds for Canadian self inflation. 


Patriotic citizens are also proud of the fact 
that Canadian iron ore is finer than that foimd 
in the states. 
Much of the ore is sent from 
the Dominion to Pennsylvania and there 
mixed with inferior ores in smelting. Canada 
pro<luces enough graphite to supply all the 
legislative boditis of the world with lead pen- 
cils, even if every garrulous political-capital 
speechmaker had first to put his diluted 
thoughts on jjaper. 
Gold is mined with finan- 
cial success, copi^er ore is plentiful, while 
there are vast fields of phosphates. 
There is 
an endless (quantity of fine building stone. 


Canada, as well as Pennsylvania, produces 
coal oil, although the majority of Americans 
dont know the fact. 
Her coal regions are 
fine. 
In truth, her mineral resources are not 
justly appreciated oven by her own country- 
men. 
But so far Canada's greatest commer- 
cial interest is her lum}>er trade. 
Her boards 
make liouses. from climes where the quarrel- 
some Esquiniiiux dogs scratch and bite to 
zones where the tarantula nestles in the ba- 
nana plants. 
An American can't keep down 
his bump of national iiride when he learns 
that a very great number of Canafla's wealthy 
and influential lumbermen hail from the land 
of the Stars and Stripes. 


It is easy to see what vast manufacturing 
interests Canada can support with these great 
resources. 
The Dominion of Canada, which 
possesses these riches, did not have any inde- 
pendent existence until 1867. 
At that date 
the British provinces of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Ontario and Quebec formed the 
confederation, resigning all their powers to a 
central parliament. 
Prince Edward Island, 
Manitoba and British Columbia aftsrward 
became members. 
There are also several ter- 
ritories with romantic but unpronounceable 
names. 
The present population of the Do- 
minion is about 5,(KX),000 souls. 
Her colleges 
rank well. 
Canatlians are not prouder of any- 
thing that ¿hey possess than they are of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad, which is a single 
line, under one direction, rmining from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. 
Americans like to 
think they can equal anything in the world, 
but here our Canadian friends are ahead of 
us. 
We have no continuous railroad from 
ocean to ocean. 
One can take a sleeper at 
Montreal and alight from the same car wh^i« 
the tide i-olls in from China^

JTEW YORK, July 12.—"A mascot! What 
is a inascot?" 


"A mascot is a mascot" 
This is the very definite definition given by 
the owner of the mascot in the opera of that 
name. Yet the word, though so far imac- 
knowledged in Webster's Unabridged, is in 
popular use, and mascots are becoming more 
numerous every day. 
lake the expensive 
eight-day clock of fifty years ago, every fam- 
ily must have one, no matter what else it 
lacked. 


Yes, mascots are indispensable institutions 
just now, especially with theatrical people 
and baseball clubs. 
Flayers of the national 
game are the most superstitious of men. 
"In 
their opinion skill has but little to do with the 
result of a match," says one who has studied 
into the matter. 
"A bini flying over the 
field, the flag blowing In a certain direction, 
a little boy picked up by one of the nines, a 
goat or a dog wandering across the diamond 
while the game is going on—these are the 
things which incline victory to one side or 
the other." 


Managers are in favor of mascots. 
They 
say that the idea that they have a mascot 
makes them play with more confidence and 
spirit. 
This may he the true secret of the 
superstition. 
When we believe we shall suc- 
ceed we seldom faiL A mascot causes us to 
believe in ourselves, to win the battle in our 
mind even before it has begun, and so makes 
us strong and courageous. 
Hence a mascot 
has most noble uses. 


Talking on this subject with a wise rich 
man the other day, I asked him if he did not 
think the world was growing more supersti- 
tious. 


"No," he said, "but I believe it is growing 
a little honester, and perhaj» a little braver. 
It egx)uses the poetical side of superstition 
openly, the unpopular side secretly. 
The 
world was always superstitious. 
Even they 
who boasted of being without superstition 
quailed when evil omens and unlucky signs 
came to their own door. 
And who is so self- 
secure that he feels and shows no elation 
when 'good luck' is on his side?" 


"For my part, I believe there is something 
in mascots," continued my friend. 
"I was 
never one of those fools who thought I knew 
all things, and could manipulate the universe 
to my own satisfaction and the possible hu- 
miliation of others. 
I always realized that a 
thousand influences we cannot see and do not 
dream of are at work on every affair of life 
in which we are interested; that nothing de- 
pends entirely upon ourselves, although we 
think that many things do. I have a mascot 
myself. Twenty-five years ago I started in 
business for myself—^had a modest music store 
down town. I hadn't money to push the busi- 
ness and it went slow. A year slipped away 
and I had kept afloat and hadn't made a cent. 
I began to see that I couldn't go on at that 
rate. 
I would soop bo without a dollar to 
live on. One afternoon the store was as soli- 
tary as an anchorite's cave, and I was dozing 
away behind my desk in no danger of being 
disturbed. 
While I dozed I dreamed—one of 
those queer dreams that seem to have an im- 
portant meaning, which you can't for the life 
of you solve. A little old woman no bigger 
than a small doll came flying in on an oak 
leaf. She nodded to me familiarly, and said: 
You'll have good luck yet if you don't turn 
it away from your dbor. 
I am a fairy 
princess. 
When I send a messenger to you 
receive her with due kindness,' 
Then she 
breathed on a rose which she carried in her 
hand and the oak leaf floated away, carrying 
her with it, laughing and dancing. 


" I awoke with the little old woman and her 
message clear in my mind. 
A schoolboy's 
dream, you'll say, of course. 
Well, I admit 
it. 
I wasn't 30 then, and I always had a 
tinge of the poetical in my temperament. 
While I was thinking what a pretty fairy 
story the dream would make to tell to my 
little boy, a thin, shabby looking woman, with 
a limp, entered and asked for work. 
She was 
not a laboring woman, but belonged to the 
genteel poor. 
She had some musical knowl- 
edge. 
She coidd try pianos for purchasers 
and could keep the music in order, and do 
many a little thing to help business on. 


"It was a queer thing to do, but the words of 
my dream fairy kept ringing in my ears, and 
although I didn't know where I was to get 
the money to pay her with, I hired her. 
So 
far as I could then see, I didn't need her, 
either. 
She took off her faded little bonnet 
and went to work, happy as a bird. 
An hour 
later a man from the northern part of the 
state came in to talk about buying a piano. 
A customer was a phenomenon then, I can 
tell you. 
Well, my new employee tried the 
piano for him, and, much to my astonishment, 
he bought it and paid the cash for it. 
You

test the kindness of mortals. 
It is an old 
coimtry superstition, you know, that simple- 
minded or deformed children bring good luck 
with them — a 
superstition 
fraught with 
mercy, for it insures good treatment to the 
poor little helpless creatures, and for that 
reason is sent from Gk>d, and should be fos- 
tered." 


"How is one to know who may bring him 
good luck? Is there any means of knowing a 
mascot at sight?" 


"Ah, there's the divine wisdom in this su- 
perstition," said my friend. "Any one, the 
least among us, may be the one to bring us 
luck. 
We can only learn who the potent one 
is by treating all with impartial kindness. 
For ray part, I think good luck goes with 
good wilL 
Whoever wishes you well con- 
stantly, actually makes good luck for you. 
Gkxxl will is a potent factor in life, did you 
but realize it. 


"Then, there are Inanimate things which 
at« lucky or unltitifey, are there not?" I asked^ 
"Vol* ImtAtis««»timottf baM^U 
^ 


lieves that a red jacket brings him good Inok, 
and he refuses to play without i t 
I myself 
know a lady who has a blue basque which ab» 
caUs her disappointment jacket, fiecause d » 
never wore it without bein^ disappointed 
about something. 
Another had an unlucky 
silk gown, which was Anally stolen, and its- 
owner said she was glad of it." 
t 
"Yes, I am far enough gone to believe in 
lucky and unlucky garme^s, jewelry, horses,' 
. and all sorts of things, 
^ m e men carry old 
coins for luck. 
I believe it is the proper 
thing to have them given you. 
Haven't you 
I heard a man say that he has carried such and 
such a coin twenty years, and woiddn't part 
with it for anything ? He pretends, of course, 
that he values it because he has carried it so 
long. 
The truth is, he has faith in it as a 
luck piece, and wouldn't sell it for any price. 
Men are only grown-up children, you know, 
masquerading as philosophers. 
As far as I 
am concerned I find it easier to admit that I 
am a child at heart than to try to conceal i f 


And he laughed like the full-grown boy he 
is, and went away whistling.

JUPGE IToLMKS, of the Massachusetts 


Supreme Court, rendered a decision 
recently of considerable interest to exec- 
11 tors.. An executor of an estate in tho 
discharge of his duty had allowed for 
payment ft bill which lie believed was 
chargeable to. the estate which he rep- 
resented, but objection, being made by 
the beneficiaries, Judge McKim, of tlio 
Suffolk County Probate Court, disal- 
lowed the bill. An appeal was taken 
to tho Supreme Court, and Justice 
Holmes, after considering the matter, 
has reversed the decree of the Judge of 
Probate and allowed the bill in ques- 
tion. The ground of his decision ia 
that when an executor in good faith, 
pays a bill which he believes is owed 
by the estate, it should be allowed, even 
if it is afterward shown lhat the estate 
.does not owe the bill. There is no 
^Massachusetts decisions bearing upon 
the point at issue, and the only anal- 
ogous case the justice was enabled,to 
iind was a Pennsylvania report. 


DAVFD DAVIS made a very efficient

Yet tho word, though so far unac- 
knowledged in Webster's Unabridged, is in 
popular use, and mascots arc becoming more 
numerous every day.

eight-day clock of fifty years ago, every fam- 
ily must havo one, no matter what else it 
lacked. 


Yes, mascots aro indispotisablo institutions 


just now, especially with theatrical people, 
and baseball clubs. Players of tho national 
game are the most superstitious of men. "In 
their opinion skill has but little to do with tbo 
result of a match," says one who has studied 
into tha matter. "A bird, flying over tho 
field, the flag blowing in a certain direction, 
a little boy picked up by one of the nines, a 
goat or a dog wandering across the diamond 
while the game is going on—theso are tho 
things which inclino victory to one sida or 
tho other."

openly, tho unpopular ride secretly. Th 
world was always superstitious. Even the 
who boasted of- being without snporstitio 
quailed when evil onions aud unlucky sign. 

And who is so sol 
secure that ho feels and shows no olatio 
when 'good luck' is on his side?" 


"For my part, I believe thero is somethin 


in mascots," continued my friend. "I 


, never one of those fools who thought T know 
1 all things, aud could manipulate tho universe 
to my own satisfaction and the possible hu 
initiation of others. I always realized that 
thousand influences we cannot see and do no 
dream of aro at work on every affair of lif 
in which, wo are interested; that nothing de 
pends entirely upon ourselves, although w 
think that many things do.
